25X1X6 1, who is closely connected with resistance movements inside Spain, 
states that in mid-August 1946 the Alianza Nacional de Fue.‘zas Democraticas 
(ANSD), represented by Santa Maria (Santamaria), Secretary General of the CHET 
and Political. Secretary of the ANFD, began convergations with the monarchiste, 
represented by General Antonio Aranda and his close associate Carbonell. © Re- 
portedly, the ANFD proposed the dissolution of the Giral Government and the 
Cortee, the opening of a constituent period, the formation of a tranei tion 
government, the holding of a plebiecite to determine the type of government 
with the exclusion of the Republic, amnesty, relnstatements, and a popular 
referendum after a one-year period. Other monarchiste such as Generel Kindelan*, 
General Alfonso de Orleans de Borbon, and an unnamed Admiral were kept informed 
of the discussions,

2, EE, early in Septewber the proposals were embodied in a statement 
sivned by Sante Maria, and were presented to Don Juan in Lisbon by Colonel Mendez 
Queipeo, a person who enjoys the confidence of General Aranda. Don Juan, re~- 
portedly, indicated that he found the proposals acceptable in principle but that 
he doubted whether the ANFD represented the majority opinion of leftist oppo= 
sition elements inside Spain. For thie reason he felt it necessary that the 
proposals be approved by other outstanding leftists with whom he would be dis- 
posed to exchange views. General Aranda communicated Don Juan's reply to Santa 
Maria but softened i+ in order not to offend the ANID since the pretender ad= 
vised his representatives to continue their contacts with the Alianza.

‘According to BEM close to Manuel Torres Campanas, Interior Minister of the 


Giral Government, early in October the Bloque Revublicano, dismayed by what 1¢ 
holds to be-the anti~Republicaniam of the ANFD, wns considering the possivility 
of approaching the Spanish Communist Party on the basis of that varty's declared | 
adhesioa to. the Giral Government, for the purpose. of initieting discussions to 
bring about the establishment of a Hational Council of Revistance. Once agreement 
was reached between the Bloque and the Communists, other clandestine organisations 
ae support unequivocally republican legality would be invited to join the 
ounoil, 


Reportedly, the Bloque was informed that the time had passed for the establishment 
of a National Council of Resistance because of opposition from the Socialists. 
and the CNI, The Bloque was urged to avold at all costs any alliance with the 
Commnist Party since it wae not expedient for ‘the Bloque to appear as the only 
Republican group united with the Commniste and since such a dewarchs would 

place the Government-in-Szile in an unfavorable position, The Bloque was 
counselled to attempt to arrange @ meeting of all opposition parties of the 
Anterior for the purpose of athieving joint action. Falling this, it was ad- 
vised to enter the ANFD with a view to "neutralizing" it. if it could not be 
Srepublicanized." [EMM states that by mid-October discussions had been held 
in Paris with a dolegate of the ANF) who indicated thet the Bloque would be. 
admitted on the same basis as the ARE, The Bloque was advised not to ignore 


the lessons learned from the liveration of many European countries if 1t wishes 


to have any influence after ths overthrow of France. — 
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
